ſhall be a liberty co particular Members of the ſaid 
Repreſentatives to enter their ditients trom the major 
vote. 

9. Concerning Religion, we agree as ſolloweth : | 
I-It is intended, That Chriſtian Religion be held forth 
and recommended, as the pubplike Profeſlion in this 
Nation ( which wee deſire may by tne grace of God 
be reformed to the greateſt purity in DoCttrine, Wor- 
ſhip and Diſcipline, according to the Word of God.) 
The inftrufting of the People whereunto in a pub- 
like way (fo it be not compullive) as alſo the main- 
taining of able Teachers for that end, and for the 
confutation or diſcovery of Hereſie, Errour, and 
whatſoever is contrary to ſound DoGdtrine, is a- 
lowed to be provided for by our Repreſentatives ; 
the maintenance of which Teachers may be out of a 
publike Treaſury , and' wee deflire not by tithes, 
Provided, That Popery or Prelacy be not held forth as 
the publike way or profe{hon in this Nation. 

2. That to the publique Profeſſion fo held forth none be 
compelled by penaltics or otherwiſe ; but onely may 
be endeavoured to be wonne by ſound Do&rine, and 
the Example of a good Converſation. 

3. That ſuch as profefſe Faith in God by Jeſus Chrift 
( however differing in judgement from the Dodcrine, 
Worthip or Diſcipline publikely held forth, as afore- 
ſaid ) ſhall not be reſtrained from, but ſhall be pro- 
te&ed in theprofetlion of their Faith and exercife of 
Religion according to their Conſciences in any 
place ( cxcept fuch as ſha]l beſet apart for the pablick 
Worſhip , where wee provide not for them, unleſſe 
they have leave ) io as they abule not this liverty to 
the civil irftury of others, or to auall diſturbance of 
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the publique peace on their parts; nevertheleſſe ic 
IS not intended to bee hereby provided, That this 
liberty ſhall neceffarily extend to Popery or Pre- 

lacy. 
As That all Lawes, Ordinances, Statutes, and clauſes in

Concerning the 4;reement by them framed in order to peace, and 
from them tendred to the People of England. 
Page VV ING ever ſince the end of the firſt War 
FA D longingly waited for ſome ſuch ſettlement 
W/ of the Peace and Government of this Nati- 
F on, whereby the Common Rights, iberties 
and fatery thereof, might in future be more 


hopefully provided for, and therein ſome- 
thing gained, which might be accounted to the preſent age 


and poſterity{through the mercy of God) as a fruit of their 
labours, hazards and ſufferings, that have engaged in the 
common caufe, as ſome price of the bloud ſpilt, and bal- 
lance to the publique expence and damage ſufiained in the 
War, and as ſome due improvement of that fuccefle, and 
bleſiing God hath pleaſed togive therein: And having not 
found any iuch Eſtabliſhment aflayed or endeavoured by 
thoſe whole proper worke it was, but the many 2ddrefles: 
and deſires of our ſelves, and others, in that behalfe, rejc-- 
&cd, difcountcnenced and oppoſed, and onely a corrupt 
cloſure endeavoured with the King, on tearmes, ſervin 
onely to his intereſt, and theirs that promoted the ſame; 
And being thereupon (for the avoidance of the evil there-- 
of, and to make way for ſome better ſettlement) neceſlita-- 
ted to take extraordinzry wayes of remedy (when the or-- 
dinary were denied; ) Now to exhibit our utmoſt endeavors:
